Safety is the responsibility 
of management — top management

accident-prevention costs money; 
accidents also cost money plus 
misery, lowered morale and even 
life itself. Can you barter that loss 
against financial loss?

Mr. Anonymous, count your bless- 
ings! Some day we’ll tell you where 
your shortcomings are showing. I 
can agree in form but not in sub- 
stance with what you say: usually 
we can’t answer how much the cost 
of a particular idea will be, nor 
whether it will reduce costs in terms 
of prevented accidents. But answer 
me this, sir—if you will: does an 
idea qualify as being “practical” 
simply because its cost is in line 
with the departmental budget? Too 
many times the safety engineer is 
brushed aside because what he sug- 
gests does not sound “practical” 
from a cost standpoint in this year’s 
budget. We fail to realize the 
savings in years to come ... As for 
meetings, if it is necessary for your 
safety engineer to go to the work- 
ers individually to try to prevent 
accidents, it’s a cinch he’s not get- 
ting the cooperation of anyone— 
foreman, superintendent or man- 
agement—to help him push his pro- 
gram. One means of trying to get 
this cooperation is by meetings. 
Where would your plant be if you 
didn’t hold meetings and discuss 


quality control, product revisions, 
etc.? 

Instead of considering safety as a 
necessary evil, why not give it the 
assistance and power it needs? You 
know, safety is the common ground 
for the meeting of management and 
workers: it can, if used properly, be 
the wedge towards better em- 
ployee - employer relations and 
boundless gains in production.

Roller Shear Guard 


SQUARING SHEARS, ALWAYS TOUGH machines from a safety viewpoint, are even 
meaner when operated by more than one man. Then the helper has no 
hand in the shear’s control, must rely completely on the operator’s safety

That wasn’t a very satisfactory situation, so C. A. Blair,

OCCUPATIONAL HAZARDS: Do you mean to say, Mr. Kiss, that there are some 
individuals who deliberately cause accidents? 

KISS: Yes. There are quite a few people who will purposely circumvent a 
safety guard on a machine, or at least purposely increase the possibility of an 
accident happening. 

OH: Why would anyone in his right mind actually expose himself to possible 
injury? Or would he be in his right mind? 

K: In most instances, accident-prone individuals—those fellows who induce 
accidents—are normal in the popular sense of the word. But these people are 
emotionally disturbed and unhappy. They don’t feel important enough. So to 
compensate for this and elevate themselves, they bring about an accident. 
That’s how they achieve their needed feeling of importance: through the atten- 
tions and sympathies of others. 

OH: And you think that this desire for personal importance and attention is so 
strong that they will deliberately stick their hands into a spinning saw-blade or 
drop weights on their feet? 

K: Yes, their desire for increased status is that strong. But that doesn’t mean 
that a worker who causes an accident to happen to himself does it consciously. 
Let me construct an example: If we could operate a motion picture camera 
constantly on a man—say, a drill press operator—who was accident-prone we 
would ultimately photograph a complete accident sequence. Our show would

Ever since 1892, ' 
when it introduced the now-famous Stop, Look and Listen slogan, the road has been 
building its safety program. Since a neophyte railroader is turned loose to work 
among a dangerous combination of big hazards that move, the road’s program has 
placed training of new hires high on its list of safety projects. 

® The old way was the buddy system. Every new man went on the job with an 
old hand to guide and coach him on the safe way to handle his assignment. 

® The new way is a three-day course in basic railroad safety, given in a school 
house just opened at the company’s Reading, Pa., headquarters. The schooling, 
under safety superintendent J. J. McCool, gives new men an understanding of why 
safety is important as well as practical experience in correct ways to do various 
tasks. When he is through the new man knows his way around the yards safely. 

Before he gets into practical work on the various pieces of railroad equipment 
that have been set up in the school, the student gets a thorough grounding in rail- 
road organization and the reasons behind the company’s vigorous safety program. 
His obligation for safe work; work conduct; opportunities for promotion: these are 
the subjects covered. To Reading Railroad, the school promises effective pre- 
assignment safety training. To all safety men, it points up the benefit of bringing 
equipment in for the new man—instead of sending him out green to meet it.

THE TWO PLANTS WHOSE prize safety ideas 
are presented here know what they’re 
talking about. Both—on the basis of cur- 
rent safety records—should be good out- 
fits to take a few safety pointers from. 

@ Whirlpool Corp., Chicago, big laun- 
dry-equipment manufacturer, has turned 
in a 60 percent accident reduction for the 
first half of this year, as compared with 
1951. 

© C. Schmidt & Sons, Inc., Philadal- 
phia brewery, racked up a 66 percent ac- 
cident reduction since it went after the 
problem in a big way five years ago. 

Basis of safety work in both plants is 
an active eye-protection program. At the 
outset, Whirlpool safety men made a ma- 
chine-by-machine check to determine 
where glasses were needed. If more than 
75 percent of the jobs in a department 
called for eyewear, everyone was required 
to have it: the idea being that interde- 
partmental travel would endanger just 
about everyone who might pass through. 

Teamwork is the safety keynote at 
Schmidt brewery: every employee in the 
plant is a member of a safety team. Any 
team going three months without an acci- 
dent wins prizes. Each man who goes a 
year without an accident gets a pin. There 
are special gold pins for 5, 10 and 15-year 
accident-free records.

Drinking Time: 


THERE’S NO GETTING AWAY from the fact that pure, cool 
drinking water is essential to worker health and effi- 
ciency. And that’s a year-round requirement. But pro- 
viding it can prove to be an expensive investment—if 
you don’t put the water coolers in the right location. 
We’re assuming now that you have enough water: but 
where is as important as how much. The two drawings 
above show you how drinking time, or time spent on 
the way to and from the drink, can prove costly. They 
point pretty clearly that water-cooler capacity is only 
half the story. The other half lies in putting those cool- 
ers in places where everyone can get at them with a 
minimum of time loss. 

Take a closer look at the illustrated example above. 
With the original layout—one cooler for 60 employees— 
the average worker had to walk 130 feet from his work 
station to get a drink and back. Figuring four round- 
trips a day (which is average) and an average walking 
speed of 300 feet per minute, those 60 people spent 1,040

hours, walked nearly 1,400 miles in the course of a 240- 
working day year. All for a drink of water. 

With the addition of two more water-coolers— 
which didn’t necessarily increase the amount of water 
available, but made it handier—the average distance 
from work station to cooler was cut to 60 feet. The 
70 feet saved per worker adds up to $448 a year. That’s 
figuring on an average wage rate of a dollar an hour— 
which is probably a low average. That $448 is just about 
what it cost to put in two new coolers. So they’re paid 
for the first year: the savings in a five-year period 
would amount to about $1800. 

The plan of placing water-coolers by work centers 
was developed by General Electric Co. In addition to 
figuring out actual savings through adequate water- 
cooler installations (for 100 workers, you can estimate 
your savings to run about $107 a year if you can cut 10

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PLANT NoT MANY MONTHS AGO Enamel- 
HOUSEKEEPING strip Corp., Allentown, Pa. was 
hauled into court by 92 of its 


neighbors. The charge: its four ovens, baking colored 
metal strips, were driving xylol solvent fumes into the 
air, penetrating the atmosphere with “disagreeable and 
noxious odors.” But by the time the case was actually 
heard, the complaints had all but been withdrawn. Not 
only had Enamelstrip found a way to put a damper on 
the fumes, but, says vice president Arthur E. Uhleen, 
the fume-eliminating system they’re using is going to 
save them a tidy piece of operating change, 


®@ The process for fume removal installed at Enamel- 
strip started out as a method for cleaning up exhaust 
fumes from industrial trucks. Developed three years 
ago by Eugene Houdry, inventor of catalytic process of 
petroleum cracking, its basic element is a brick con- 
taining porcelain rods. The rods are coated with a 
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s 28 WORKS LIKE THIS: Houdry’s pencil points to the bank of catalytic elements mounted in the oven’s exhaust 


stack. Solvent fumes go up (aided by a circulating fan) and out the stack. The heat generated in their oxidation passes back 
into the oven where it bakes more enamel, producing more fumes which are converted to more heat: virutally an endless, self- 
sustaining operation. The gas heater is used for only 10 minutes at the start of operation to get the process rolling. 


.003” film of catalytic alumina and platinum alloy. The 
coating oxidizes fumes at temperatures well below their 
normal burning points, making it possible to get rid of 
combustibles that would have to be 1) subjected to 
pressure or 2) heated much higher for normal burning. 


Catalytic combustion has been used on a number of 
different hydrocarbons (see What Can We Do About 
Those Smelly Fumes? OH Aug. ’52) and its possibilities 
seem practically unlimited. Plans are now under way 
to use it on ink solvents, rubber-treating materials and, 
eventually, in power plants. The only limitations: 
metallic vapors poison the catalyst; heavy concentra- 
tions of noncombustible materials clog it. 

e At the start you have to pre-heat the catalyst to get 
the oxidation going. But once it reaches that level— 
about 500° F.—it maintains itself. In fact, it gives off 
heat. How much heat depends on the richness of the 
fume mixture being oxidized. And that’s where Enamel- 
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s Fumes - And Then Some 


strip is showing a profit on its fume-removal invest- 
ment. The heat generated by the catalysts will soon lop 
90 percent off the company’s fuel bill, says Uhleen. 
From a norm of $3,000 a month, it has dropped in four 
months to $750. Before long, catalyst heat will be put 
to work firing the plant’s boiler; then, even the present 
fuel cost will probably be cut in half. 


® Production is up too: about 40 percent. Catalyst 
heat lets Enamelstrip push its ovens that much over 
the limits of the original gas burners. With all its pro- 
duction benefits—in addition to top performance on its 
primary job: fume elimination—the catalytic oxidation 
equipment’s $16,000 cost will be paid off in just six 
months, Uhleen estimates. 

®@ The future possibilities of the process seem tremend- 
ous.

IN THE TWO YEARS that Cadillac Division (GMC) 
has been turning out tanks at its Cleveland 
plant, there hasn’t been a single lost-time acci- 
dent involving a hoist.

There are 
nearly 400 floor-operated hoists in regular use, 
in addition to the cab cranes that do the heavy 
moving.

The main- 
tenance department records brought it to light. i 
Maintenance costs on hoists were sky-high. In ] 
some sections, cables and hooks had to be re- ( 
placed every day.

@ Here’s an example: The operator of a 
hoist was moving a heavy turret down the rails, 
depending on the brace at the end of the rail- | 
way to act as a brake.

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Squelch The Noise 
At Its Source 


THERE'S NOT MUCH DOUBT these days 
that the problem of industrial noise 
is going to be an expensive one. 
Just how costly remains to be seen. But to head off trouble 
before it starts, a lot of plants are keeping an ear on their 
shops and taking steps to cut down harmful noise levels. 

Probably the best single way to eliminate shop rackets, 
according to acoustical experts, is to put a damper on it 
right at the noise source. For offices, complete acoustical 
treatment is a natural solution. But, when it comes to the 
shop—with its high bays, irregular ceilings, overhead 
areas cluttered with power lines—technical difficulties 
crop up. Even where complete wall and ceiling treatment 
is possible, it’s often too far from the machine that’s caus- 
ing the trouble to do enough of a silencing job. So in many 
cases, noise absorption is best handled on an individual 
unit basis. That requires isolation of the noise source by 
acoustical materials; either shutting the noise in or shut- 
ting it out—but separating it from workers in the area. 
Properly handled enclosures—and setting them up for 
effective operation isn’t as simple as these pictures might 
make it seem—can cut 30 to 50 decibels off the noise out- 
put of a machine.

The basic element of unit noise absorption is an acous- 
tical panel; heavy sheet, galvanized steel, aluminum or 
stainless steel, as work conditions require. The panel is 
solid on the outside (the side away from the noise), per- 
forated on the inside, filled with sound absorbing mater- 
ials. Using such panels, you can build just about any type 
of noise barrier, from a simple, portable partition to a 
complete, sound-proof room. 

While noise-absorption is intended primarily to mini- 
mize and localize the din—protecting workers on the other 
side of the panels—it helps the man close to the noise 
source too. Since the acoustical panels soak up much of 
the racket, they lower the noise levels right at the opera- 
tion, as well as in the areas beyond. Flexibility of panel- 
combination enclosures make them practical for plant use. 
You can get effective noise reduction without running into 
installation troubles from lights, pipes and craneways.

Pulling Lever 
Caused Bursitis 


CAN BURSITIS BE a compensable di- 
sease, even though it usually turns 
up in susceptible people without re- 
gard to work requirements and con- 
ditions? Here is what a New Jersey 
court said about it: 

Bondar was a mattress filler: the 
actual operation was mechanical, 
but he had to push a lever to work 
the machine and pull it back when 
the filling was completed. The 
lever traveled about a foot, took 
roughly the same pressure to move 
as the clutch on an old-fashioned 
automobile. From his piece-work 
records, the court found out that 
Bondar went through this push-pull 
cycle between 500 and 700 times 
each day. 

After six years on the job, Bondar 
had to quit work. He complained of 
severe pain in his right shoulder, 
said that it had been bothering him 
for two months. 

® Other employees on the same 
job haven’t been affected, said the 
employer. So it seems pretty obvi- 
ous that bursitis isn’t peculiar to any 
occupation or employment. How 
can bursitis be included as an occu- 
pational disease? 

e That particular job—calling for 
constant use of the right arm—is 
characteristic of the kind of exer- 
tion that brings on bursitis, ruled 
the court. Just because the risk 
isn’t generally recognized, and even 
though only people who are unus- 
ually susceptible will contract it, 
you can’t exclude the disease from 
being occupational. The _ bursitis 
arose from constant use of the ma- 
chine lever over a long period of 
time: it is compensable. 

Award granted.

Sudden Alcohol 
Withdrawal Caused Death 


You’vE HEARD OF deaths caused by 
too much alcohol. Here’s a case in 
which the patient died of lack of 
alcohol. 


It started when Robbins, in the 
normal course of his work, hurt the 
third finger of his right hand. It 
became infected, and he was hospit- 
alized. While there, he developed 
delirium tremens and died. 

® His record showed that Robbins 
was an alcoholic, but it wasn’t till 
after he showed the delirium tre- 
mens that the fact was discovered. 
Too-sudden withdrawal from alco- 
hol was the cause of death. The in- 
jured finger—the only occupational 
part of his disability—had nothing 
to do with the fatality. 

Award denied.

Claimed Cancer Caused 
By Bumping Knee 


IN HIS PART-TIME JOB at the grocery 
store, Nightlinger, a school boy, 
spent most of the time in packing 
customers’ orders. He stood at a 
stand next to the check-out station 
to put the groceries into bags. Aisle 
space being scant, he often stood 
with his feet turned out—Charlie 
Chaplin-wise—and the inside of his 
knees pressing against his stand. At 
times his knees bumped the top of 
the packing stand. 

He noticed some redness on his 
knees shortly after he started work, 
but it wasn’t until a month later 
that he saw a doctor about it. He 
complained of pain and swelling in 
the right knee. The doctor diag- 
nosed the condition as osteogenic 
sarcoma of the tibia. The leg was 
amputated above the knee, 

That the condition was a malig- 
nant bone tumor was verified by the 
attending surgeon. But was the can- 
cer caused by the boy’s bumping 
against the packing stand? The 
surgeon wouldn’t give an opinion. 
All he could say was that some 
pathologists believed that such con- 
tinual trauma, over a long period of 
time, may have something to do 
with tumor development. On the 
other hand, said the surgeon, many 
pathologists would deny the rela- 
tionship.

@ In short, said the court, the 
doctor doesn’t know whether or not 
this boy’s work history has anything 
to do with his injury. We can’t ac- 
cept his testimony as to what some 
pathologists believe and don’t be- 
lieve. It’s up to the claimant to 
prove his right to compensation. 
And the evidence isn’t sufficient to 
support a conclusion that his bump- 
ing his knee and the bone cancer 
were causally connected.

Second Injury 
To Same Hand 


SORENSON HAD LOsT the thumb, first 
and second fingers of his left hand 
in an accident in 1919. Then in 1949 
he injured the same hand again. 
The second injury necessitated the 
amputation of all but one-half inch 
of the third and fourth fingers: the 
palm and metacarpals were not 
damaged. Sorenson filed a claim for 
loss of the entire hand. 

@ All we should be held respon- 
sible for is the loss of two fingers, 
said the company. He didn’t lose 
the entire hand at all, and the only 
injury sustained while working for 
us was two fingers. 

The court ruled in favor of the 
employer. You can’t collect for this 
type of injury on a cumulative basis, 
it said. Compensation should be 
paid for the current injury, but not 
for the total disability resulting 
from the previous injury too.

Failure to put his per- 
sonal affairs aside and respond to 
the call would have been justifica- 
tion for his discharge. To be entitled 
to compensation, a man doesn’t nec- 
essarily have to be injured in the 
actual performance of his work: it is 
sufficient if he is injured in some 
pursuit that logically pertains to— 
or is incidental to—his employment. 

e Even though he wasn’t on the 
employer’s property when he was 
killed, Smith was within the zone of 
employment. He lived directly 
across the street: he took the most 
direct, actually the only route, to 
answer the call of his employer. 

Award granted.

Mental Condition Allegedly 
Followed Fume Exposure 


PRATT WAS SENT INTO a big gas tank 
to clean out sludge from its bottom. 
Fumes knocked him out, and he was 
pulled outside. When he had recov- 
ered, he was ordered back into the 
tank. Same result: he suffered 
nausea, went into shock, became 
hysterical. Later, his mental condi- 
tion became progressively worse. 
Finally, he was committed to a men- 
tal institution. That’s his story. 

® Why that accident never even 
happened, the employer claimed. It’s 
obvious that the man is unbalanced, 
but his job had nothing to do with 
making him that way. 

The court checked with Pratt’s 
parents for corroboration of his 
story. According to them, he came 
home complaining that he had been 
injured in a gas tank. From that 
day on, they noticed a change in his 
nature. When Pratt was taken to a 
doctor the mental illness was recog- 
nized. Despite treatment by a num- 
ber of physicians, his condition fail- 
ed to improve. Finally, it was neces- 
sary to confine him in an institution. 

Checking with the employer’s 
witnesses brought out these state- 
ments: a fellow employee indicated 
that Pratt had been in the tank only 
a second or two, had come out a lit- 
tle dizzy—a natural reaction, that 
nobody ever received any perman- 
ent injury from this sort of work. 
Company records show Pratt work- 
ed at the tank for four hours three 
days earlier, but that he hadnt been 
near them on the day when the ac- 
cident was supposed to have taken 
place.

to the hospital. A complete physical 
examination revealed a typical pic- 
ture of ruptured intervertebral disc. 
Despite a history of use of alcohol, 
the examination didn’t show any ex- 
cessive alcoholism. 

Since Powell was in considerable 
pain, he was admitted to surgery 
immediately. The operation was 
concluded smoothly. Nothing out of 
the ordinary was noticed except the 
patient’s continued  talkativeness 
and mental condition—both sympto- 
matic of acute toxic hallucinosis.

check of 321 male and female em- 
ployees was made. The results of 
their examinations were real eye- 
openers to Van Norman officials. Of 
the total number of employees ex- 
amined, 275—better than 85 percent 
—were found to have foot disorders, 
ranging from simple bunions to 
more serious ailments requiring im- 
mediate attention. Only 46 em- 
ployees—just 14 per cent—were ap- 
parently free of foot problems. 

Corroborating the national find- 
ings almost to the decimal points, 
the foot facts gathered at the Massa- 
chusetts plant will be tabulated and 
made available to other state chir- 
opodists’ associations to help in the 
increasing fight against industrial 
foot problems. 

Bad feet are bad business. But 
the high percentages of foot ail- 
ments among industrial employees 
can be brought down. Simple as 
they sound, the following ten steps 
to foot health will prevent many of 
the man-hour losses and general 
misery that foot ailments bring to 
industry and its workers every 
year: 1. Bathe feet daily. Keep them 
dry. 2. Cut nails straight across. 
3. Prevent athlete’s foot by using 
germicidal powder on feet, in shoes. 
4. Don’t use strong medicine, sharp 
instruments on your feet. Infection 
can develop easily. 5. Exercise your 
feet, air and sun them when pos- 
sible. 6. Buy well-fitted shoes, es- 
pecially important in safety shoes. 
Change them (and your _ socks) 
often. 7. Avoid wrinkles in hose 
and shoe linings. 8. Get run-over 
heels fixed promptly. Take off your 
shoes, relax and stretch out legs and 
feet when possible. 10. Use a mild 
massage after a bath or shower.

thing he couldn’t control caused the 
accident. 

OH: So the accident-prone individ- 
ual courts danger until an accident 
happens, and then completely for- 
gets how it came about? 

K: Right. Our drill-press operator 
would never admit that he induced 
the accident; in fact, he would be 
astonished to learn that the accident 
was a result of a strong inner drive 
to become more important in his 
own eyes and in the eyes of the 
world. 

OH: This basic urge to be important 
is one of the most powerful in man, 
isn’t it, Mr. Kiss? 

K: Definitely. A man will do almost 
anything to attract attention. He 
will spend his full spare-time for 
20 years building a replica of the 
Empire State Building out of tooth- 
picks. He will collect 1800 kinds of 
postage stamps to beat the fellow 
who has only 1799. He will struggle 
through miles of swamp and under- 
brush, endure severe cold and other 
discomforts so that he can have a 
stuffed moose head on his wall. Or, 
he may produce an accident to him- 
self and in one second achieve a 
pseudo-importance that brings him 
(just like all important people) the 
sound of sirens preceding him while 
he is chauffeured down the boule- 
vard at a beyond-the-limit speed. 
The stay in the hospital with a 
nurse attending him may be just 
like a rest in a good hotel, complete 
with breakfast in bed. 

OH: But people who induce acci- 
dents don’t consciously anticipate 
these “rewards” do they? 

K: No, most of these thoughts are 
subconscious—a sort of mental re- 
flex resulting from failure to get 
attention. They’re problems of a 
weary personal existence, monoton- 
ous work and other elements. They 
pile up in the man’s mental reser- 
voir until it overflows in a violent 
outburst of anger, a fight with his 
family—or an accident, with all its 
usual compensations. 

Remember that your drill-press 
operator is not just a machine at- 
tendant. He is the father of difficult 
children living in a difficult world. 
He is the husband of a wife who is 
ill. He is the man whose home life 
is filled with nagging, uncertainty, 
maybe complete lack of authority.

feet from the average distance each worker must travel, 
$213 for 20 feet, $320 for 30 feet, $426 for 40 feet, $533 
for 50 feet, $640 for 60 feet, $746 for 70 feet), GE makes 
these suggestions to help you decide whether you need 
more water-coolers: 

e Study the needs of each work center individually. 
A work center is a natural area (on one floor) isolated 
by aisles, partitions or other boundaries. Don’t expect 
your own department designations to fall neatly into 
separate work centers: use natural accessibility as your 
standard for dividing all plant areas into work centers. 

e Estimate the average distance between workers 
and drinking water. Pace off the farthest work station 
in the area, then figure half the distance as your 
average. 

e Then scout around for additional water-cooler lo- 
cations. Try to spot them in clean, accessible places 
along natural traffic paths (but not right in heavy 
trucking lanes.) Keep them a little away from exits, 
stairways and other locations where their use might 
bottleneck heavy traffic. And, of course, keep existing 
piping in mind. If you take advantage of present water 
lines, you’ll save plenty on installation costs. 

e After you have spotted the additional coolers, sit 
down and figure out whether or not they will pay off. 
In a few minutes’ paper work, you'll have a dollars- 
and-cents answer to the question: do we need more 
water coolers? Figure first how much average walking 
distance will be saved. Multiply it by the number of 
people in the work center and then again by four—the 
average number of trips to the cooler.

points out the hazards of the job— 
hazards to both hoist and operator. 
He shows just what the worker can 
expect of the muscle-saving device: 
what it will take and what it won't. 
Krueger points out safe approaches 
to rigging, lifting and moving a 
load. From then on, it’s up to the 
foreman, with the help of regular 
safety department checks, to make 
sure that all hoist operators put this 
basic course to work. 

Cadillac holds two courses a week, 
one for day and one for night shifts. 
Each one lasts an hour and 45 mi- 
nutes. At the end of the session, the 
men take a written test—20 true- 
false questions. Sample test ques- 
tions: 

@ Only supervisors may ride a 
load while it is being lifted or low- 
ered.

It 
should be used so as to preserve the 
regular hoist brake. 

@ Hoist control boxes should be 
hung on hoist hooks above head 
level when not in use.

When they have passed this writ- 
ten safety test, the men are given 
licenses. No tank plant employee is 
permitted to operate a hoist unless 
he is licensed. At the end of one 
year’s time, each operator must re- 
new his permit by attending another 
safety-instruction session. 

THE OTHER HALF of the hoist safety 
program puts a careful check on 
hoist condition. Every floor-operat- 
ed hoist in the plant is checked 
every day. It’s a full-time job for 


maintenance man John Melda. He 
gives the entire unit a visual exam- 
ination, paying careful attention to 
cable condition (if one strand is 
broken, the cable is replaced imme- 
diately), hook condition and that of 
slings and other devices. Other dan- 
ger signs Melda checks: bent or 
warped rails; loose bolts. 

Special attention is paid to the 
safety-latch hooks used on most 
hoists. The latch slides back to 
admit the sling rings, then snaps 
forward—like a key-chain fastener 
—to prevent its slipping out. The 
new latch is an injury-eliminator 
on at least one fairly common type 
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of accident. For instance: if an 
operator forgets to release the hold- 
down devices on a part to be moved, 
something has to give when he tries 
to lift the load. If it is the hold- 
down that lets go, the load jumps 
as though it were shot from a bow. 
Without the safety-latch hook, the 
rig might cause serious injury. 

This double-barrelled safety pro- 
gram has more than paid for itself. 
Decreases in hoist maintenance—a 
major goal of the program—have 
been realized. More important, op- 
erators know how to use the hoists 
safely, insuring long working life 
to themselves, as well as_ their 
equipment. 


NOT ALL ACCIDENTS 
ARE ACCIDENTAL

OH: Yet you said before that these 
disturbed individuals are really con- 
sidered normal. 

K: That’s right. They are everyday 
human beings who run in front of 
street cars, who race down dark 
stairways, who put their arms into 
moving machinery. They are your 
neighbors and mine. They love life 
— or think they do — and would 
never consciously consider harming 
themselves. 

OH: Well then, how can industry 
help this kind of worker, the fellow 
to whom an accident is a reward in- 
stead of a punishment? 

K: Well, one thing is certain. Men 
resent being told to be careful. Even 
a child resents it. Let a mother tell 
a child to cross the street only at 
the corner and, nine times out of 
ten, he’ll cross in the middle of the 
block. Warn people with a FRESH 
PAINT sign for their own good, and 
almost everyone who passes will 
touch the painted object to show you 
that “you can’t tell me what to do.” 
OH: Yes, I guess we all hate being 
told what to do, 

K: Exactly. Even a fool knows he 
shouldn’t smoke where combustibles 
are stored, but a lot of smart fellows 
do just that. A man smokes in a 
danger area, not because he can’t 
read a warning, but because there 
is something within him so power- 
ful that he refuses to accept the 
warning and protect his own person. 
And that urge, that motivation, 
stands as safety’s greatest challenge. 
You can put a safety guard around 
a machine, but you can’t put one 
around a man’s mind. 

OH: What’s the answer then? How 
can you straighten out these dis- 
turbed workers? How can they be 
helped to develop healthier person- 
alities? 
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K: In many cases the inner dissatis- 
factions which cause a man to touch 
off an accident can be relieved 
through a series of personal chats 
with him in comfortable, relaxing 
surroundings. 

Here you have to do your darndest 
to understand him. And if you’re 
not a good listener or don’t have a 
better-than-average share of under- 
standing, bring in a psychologist. 

Most important, never act like an 
interviewer or a doctor. Act like a 
friend who is really interested in 
the man’s problems. Remember, 
your job is to get him to unravel. 
It’s better to have him release his 
dammed-up emotions in your office 
than out on the assembly line. 
OH: Then the object of this type of 
counseling is to get the man to talk 
out his problems before he has a 
chance to hurt himself. 

K: Yes. And to convince him of his 
importance he’s got to be made to 
understand that he is needed by: a) 
his company, b) his family, c) so- 
ciety in general. And you must 
learn his problems—really learn and 
understand them—if you are to help 
him to help himself. Discover what 
he considers the most important of 
these problems. Develop the most 
intimate confidences. Show him he 
is normal, that other people have 
similar problems. Show complete 


confidence in him both as a man 
and as an employee. And remember 
to impress him with the knowledge 
that everything he says will be a 
kept secret. 

OH: This method of interviewing is 
certainly different from the old 
question-and-answer method, isn’t 
it? 

K: Yes, it’s called non-directive 
counseling, and it has been proved 
much more effective for our pur- 
poses than the old third-degree 
type. Forget all about cross-exam- 
ination. Let the man talk. And if 
he has confidence in you, he’ll tell 
you what you want to know. Then, 
through skillful choice of words, a 
courageous attitude and an air of 
complete confidence, you proceed to 
fill in his mental pattern with good 
ideas and courageous thoughts to 
replace the worries he has just un- 
burdened himself of. 

OH: Sounds as though you have to 
be a sort of “father confessor” to the 
fellow. 

K: Exactly. And a qualified coun- 
selor will perform a valuable ser- 
vice to his company. 

OH: What are some of the rewards 
a worker wants from his job and his 
company? 

K: I’d say that these are probably

on the windshield of his car to prove 
he was in Los Angeles or at the 
Grand Canyon? Well, I’d give him 
something special to put on his car 
to show he is a special kind of man 
in the plant, too. Men are proud of 
these little shows of recognition. 
They take the place of the opera- 
tion scars, “that big” that women 
like to talk about. They give him 
what he had as a Boy Scout when 
he won 24 merit badges. And they 
provide the safe man with some- 
thing of the thrill that comes to a 
hunter who hangs a pair of antlers 
in his den. 

OH: Are there any other ways to 
build safer personnel, Mr. Kiss? 
K: Well, I believe that the company 
safety meeting has the greatest po- 
tential of all. And it’s often the 
weakest force. Safety meetings 
should be given clear-cut objectives. 
Tell the men in the announcement 
why the meeting is being called. 
Start promptly. Advise the men 
how long it will last, close it 
promptly. Let the men participate. 
Urge the quiet members to say 
something even if you have to men- 
tion them by name. Don’t shove 
a lot of statistics at them. Accidents 
aren’t statistics: they are emotional 
actions and reactions. And never 
close without inspiring the men to 
follow the ideas advanced in the 
meeting. If you can’t speak clearly, 
convincingly and forcefully—better 
learn how. I’ve found through my 
course that a fluent safety man can 
do more to build respect for safety, 
than all the bulletins, reprimands 
and posters. If you can’t sell what 
you tell, learn how; or get an out- 
side speaker to do the job. Men will 
often believe him quicker than they 
will a company man—even though 
he only tells them what you tell 
them, : 

OH: Well, thanks for the pointers, 
Mr. Kiss. I’m sure our readers can 
use them to let workers talk their 
troubles out instead of working 
them out through an accident. 

K: It was a pleasure. And remem- 
ber, your worker is ready for guid- 
ance. He’s come along with you 
through guards, safety chains, buz- 
zers and lights. He’s as safe as he 
can be in a safe plant. And he faces 
you now on the last frontier of safe- 
ty: not the machine, but The Man.
